Tbe Htramer Atlantic.
Tc At Editor of Tht Tribun*

1 am lorpriicd that a vessel or veucii have not
been teat down to the neighborhood of Cape lltce
to look for the Atlantic. Barely the lives of the
perioni on board are worth this effort, beeide, the
Inttiranre OfhVei, having heavy risks, would do
well for their own interests, tc pay the small ex.

pense, as a small premium, on the largo amounts
on their shoulders. But the lives on board com¬

mand this effort- It is, I believe, not too late. I
hope reason to believe that in aterri6c gale, when
near home on our coast, she disabled Ear engine
and rudder, and has been at the mercy of the seas
since. When the disaster occurred, she was

nearly out of fuel, and, to push on with al! speed,
she was und«r too much headway for so terrible a

gale, and a sea struck her with such force as to
throw her on her beam ends.that she righted
with an accident to her engine.that directly sho
was struck by another set, which broke the stem
of the rudder.and that no command of her has
been had since.that ever since she has been roll¬
ing at the mercy of the waves.that there is no

fuel for fire, ana provisions exhausted save the
hard ship-bread.and that at this moment she is
floating toward the icebergs.but that a portion
of the persons on board will be saved if a vessel
is dispatched in thttt direction at onca. If I have
a right to believe la information given to me in
the same way as this, several times, which a. way
turned out true, then there is not a particle of
mistake in the foregoing. A vessel ought to be
sent at once, whether these statements are or are
tot believed.

Orphnn Aaylame nnd the Common School
Fund.

To tie EaaSatsfavee/ the State <>J flaw- Yo>kt in Senate and
Atumi'iy eeaeeaesL
The Brooklyn Orphan Aayluoi [iuOOfporatod in

1-3"' respectfully show that they have been in¬
formed that an application has been, or is about
to be, made by or at the instance of the Board of
Education of the City of Brooklyn, for a repeal of
the several laws under which the said Orphan
Asylum Society is entitled to a distributive
share of tbe Common School Fund of the said City
of Brooklyn.
Upon what precise grounds this application is

made, the Managers are not advised, nor can they
conjecture any suflicient reason for the repeal of
a law which conferred upon the Asylum of the
City of Brooklyn what had already been granted
to all other Asylums in the State, as the Managers
have under stood. Nor can they see any thin.', in
principle, that calls for tho invidious action by
the Legislature, excluding the Asjiutnsof this
city from a privilego which is allowed to hII
others, of participation in the Common School
Fund.

If the real object of the application is for a

repeal of all laws by which Asylums are entitled to
this privilege, the Managers of this Society would
not consider it particularly incumbent upon them
to interpose any objection, but would trust to the
sound policy of the Legislature and be content to
abide by whatever rule should he prescribed, af¬
fecting all alike.
But after the deliberate passage of laws con¬

ferring a right upon this Society which was already
enjoyed by others, if the design now is to rescind
these laws and deprive the Asylum of thi. City of
their share of a fund which other societies are
left in the participation of, the Managers of this
Society deem it their duty to remonstrate against
any such action by the Legislature.

If the laws are in any respect ambiguous or

doubtful, it might be proper to modify them so as

to leave no room for question, though it is vory
far from being evident to your remonstrants that
there is any such obscurity in tbo present laws
and the tenacity with which the Hoard of Educa¬
tion has held to a construction of the laws differ¬
ing from that of tbe State Superintendent and also
from the opinion of tbe Court to whom the qaes
tion has been submitted, should not, perhaps, bo
regarded as a certain proof that there is intrinsic
difficulty, when we find them following it up with
an application like the present, lookinir more like
a personal controversy than a cand o egard for
the just rights of all parties interested in public
education.

Still your remonstrants do not oppose such
modification as sriall seem proper to the Legisla¬
ture, and which shall leave the Society upon an

equal footing with others but they do object to
such partial action as is called for by the Board of
Education.
The Managers of the 8ociety respectfully show

that they have carefully observed the require¬
ments of the law, according to their understand¬
ing thereof. They have made no claim except for
children actually taught in tho 8cbool of the Asy¬
lum, and all of them Inmates of and supported by
the institution ; and they respectfully submit that
it ia right and proper that a ahare of tho Com;.ion
School Fund should be allotted to them as it now
provided by law. Tno children belonging to the
Asylum are of a tender sire and destitute of pa
rental cure they need to be constantly tinder the
guardianship of those whom this institution has
placed in charge of them. It would be cruel to
send them out into District 8chools; mostofthem
are too young to be trusted by themselves, and
all can be better looked after and watched over

and educated within the walla of the Asylum by
persona wliOm tbe Managers have specially era-

ploy od for that purpose, than by committing them
to teachers in tue District Schools who have no

particular interest in this institution, and cannot
be expected to have so much at heart the great
charity for which it win established, as the Man
agersand those employ ed by them.
The Managers of the Society believe that the

proceeding of the Board of Education is not one

that should commend itself to the favorable con¬

sideration of the Legislature; and, as truatees of
an institution which has heretofore been justly
held in high esteem by the citizens of Brooklyn,
they interpose this rcmonstrauce against any past
action by the Legislature and pray that," before
the aubject shall be finally disposed of, they may¬
be heard before a Committee of one or both
Houses and the whole subject be fairly considered.

White 8i avei:t A merchant assures us that
several Southern customers now here regret their

inability to buy goods of those who have hitherto

supplied them because those bouses have been
denounced (most of them falsely) throughout the
South as Abolitionist*, whom it is moral treason

for a 8outhera man to trade with. They under-
stand the trick themselves, but their neighbors do
not; and they say they dare not buy as they
would, through fear of obloquy and injury at

home. This is a melancholy evidence that Slavery
ia not confined to any class, race or section, but

spreads its web over tho whole Union.
.We will give these Southern merchants a

hint which may be of use to them. Weonse had
a very liberal circulation in the Sooth, most of
which we have lost, but some cf it still remains.

Tte Yankee schoolmasters, clerki, sgents, Ac.
wbo like The Tribune were generally obliged to
discontinue it, through tear of opprobrium, mob-
law and Lynching.

The Commissioners of Emigration have made

their report for the year 1-50, to the Legislature-
It is signed by G. ('. Yerplam k, Samuel Smith,
Mayor of Brookly n, It R. Lawrence, Robert B
Minturo, C. 8. YVoodhnll, Mayor of New-York,
John E. Deveiin and Adolph Rodewald.two of
the Commissioners refusing to sign for some ren.
son or other.
From this report we get the following interest¬

ing facts:
The whole number of aliens, subject to bonds or

commutation, who arrived et the port of New-York
during IS.'O. was 7,90t less than daring the pre¬
ceding year.
This decrease arose entirely from the diminish¬

ed emigration from Germany. The falling off of
this class of emigration amounts to about one-

fifth, the number of Germans arriving at this port
being 13,339, against öS,; 00 of the year 184a.
The emigration from Ireland has continued, as

heretofore, to exceed largely that from any other
com.try, and to increase numerically and in pro¬
portion to the whole, having exceeded, by -'V2T I,
the whole number arriving from other countries.
The statistics ofemigration to this port, and ofthe

relief afforded to destitute diseased aliens under
the operation of this commission, present the fol¬
lowing result;

The great amelioration of the mode of carrying

passengers, since -!-. has continued generally to
exercise its beneficial influence during tho last
year. 6ome few exceptions, chiefly in foreign
vessels, have, by the disease and mortality pro¬
duced from defective ventilation, crowded ships,
nnd bad food, strongly attested the importance of
the general improvement and the necessity of
rigidly enforcing all laws for the prevention of
such evils.
The whole number of pera-ms who havo, in va¬

rious ways, been chargeable to the Commissioners

Clairvoyant.A singular circumstance has re¬

cently occurred in the First Ward of this city,
which has caused some considerable excitement.
The facts, near as we have been able to ascertain,

On Mr. ay night last, the store of James Camp

bell, in the First Ward, was entered through a

hole cut in the floor over the store, and about
in aih er taken from the drawer. The room over

He refused to give the name,
but described tbe dreS3 and personal appearance
of Mr. Wamck.ar.d upon several of the company
prea< ntii g themselves before him, he selected Mr.
W. from the rest, and insisted that he was the
guilty man.
The clairvoyant al-o stated that Mr. W. had

some of the money upon his person, and the re¬

mainder, er a portion of it, was hid away in an

outbuilding, describing very minutely the place
where it miu'Lt be found.
A search was made, and the money found in the

place pointed out. Some money was also found
upon the person of Mr. Warrick, which being the
common coin in circulation, we believe, could not
be identified.

Justice Judson issued a warrant for his arrest,
but there was not sufficient testimony, aside from
that of the clairvoyant, to justify his committal for
trial, and he was discharged. [Sy r. Standard.

Mechanic and started to go to the wreck of the
L'nion. He, however, fell in with the wreck o£
the MarthaSanger. with ninety passengers. Be¬
ing short of provisions and water, he proceeded
to Providence, and landed a part of the passen¬
gers st that place, and then endeavored to rea-h
Uuienta tiucna, bat from the bad condition of the
sails, ami the very rough and boisterous weather,
was obliged to give it up; Capt Hutchinson ar¬

rived this morning in the bng Mechanic. Tne
balance of tbe passengers of tbe brig l 'nion were

taken off and carried into different ports.
